THE DEMOCRATS MUST STAND FIRM 
: For the Republicans Will Attempt to Run 


~~ Roughshod Over Them—BHe Believes 
McKinley Willi be Next Speaker. 


WasHincton, September 15.—The Post 
tomorrow morning will print an interview with 
Congressman C. W. Oates, of Alabama, one of 
the democratic leaders in the fight last season 
against the direct tax,upon the organization of 
the next house. Mr. Oates says gentlemen 
should not intrust their leadership to one man, 
but put a committee incbarge who shall de- 
termine, subject to caucus, the line of actiou 
to be pursued on political measures. 

“Now if the republicans will act fairly and 
squarely; if they will treat the minority ina 
spirit of fairness, the democrats will act in the 
game spirit towards them. We will not adopt 
obstructive tactics, but will rest content with 
recording our negative votes and throwing the 
responsibility on their shoulders. Dut if they 
attempt to ride rough-shod over us 

WE WILL FIGHT BACK. 
If they pursue such a policy, as bas been indi- 
cated in certain quarters, they will accomplish 
absolutely nothing, but will wear out the ses- 
sion with bickering and strife. Even with the 
congressmen from the new states they will 
have only three over a quorum, and they will 
never, I feel confident, be able to muster a 
quorum of their own party at any one time. 
The democrats, with thirteen majority, only 
succeeded unce, by strenuous efforts, in getting 
@ quorum of their own party, and that was to 
vote on the tariff bill.’ 
BELIEVES M’KINLEY WILL BE SPEAKER. 

As to the speakership, Mr. Oates says he 
believes McKinley will be elected because he 
(Oates) believes the administration favors 
him. 

“How about a revision of the rules?’’ 

“There is where the democrats must show 
their firmness. I say plainly that I think the 
republicans will try to ride rough shod over 

‘us. Their first attempt will be in the organi- 
zation of the house. Instead of adopting ac- 
_cording to precedent, the rules of the previous 
house, they will attempt to proceed under gen- 
eral parliamentary iules to organize and thrust 
upon us a set of rules that will give the demo- 
crats completely into the hands of the republi- 
can majority. Yet I am in favor of a revision. 
A two-third majority, for instance, ought to 
be able to suspend the regular order and take 
upany measure. This privilege ought not to 
be defeated by a single objection, but I am op- 
posed toa bare majority having that power. 
Where the majority is 101 and the minority 100, 
the minority isas apt to be in therightas the 
majority.”’

upon the request of the board of visitors to. the 
academy, General Lew Wallace, who was 
president, was selected to make the 
presentation address, but that gentleman, on 
account of pressiug engagements, was com- 

lled to decline. Thereupon Mr. Childs se 
ccted General Horace Porter, whose associa- 
tion with General Grant and whose personal 
knowledge of Sherman and Sheridan makes 
the selection very proper and fitting. 


STOLE THE RECORDS. 


A Futile Chase After a Fleeing County Treas- 
urer of Kansas. 


Torprka, September 15—The bitter feeling 
detween citizens of Ravenna and Eminence, 
over the unsettled county seat question, was re- 
newed yesterday by the removal by W. T. 
Williams, treasurer of the county, of the 
records of his oftice from Ravenna to Emi- 
mence. The guard of Revenna citizens who 
had been detailed to watch the treasurer to 

reveut this removal, yesterday attended the 

udicial .district convention, and §Williams 

oaded the records of hisoflice into a wagou 
and was about to drive off, when the alarm 
-wasgiven. The guardshurried from the con- 
vention and, arming themselves, they started 
in pursuit. Ata cross roads they mistook an- 
other wagon for the treasurer’s and followed 
the wrong trail. They fired several shots at 
the supposed fugitive, who finally escaped. In 
the meantime Williams had reached Eminence 
and put the records in a place of safety. The 
citizens of Eminence have armed themselves 
in anticipation of an attempt by the Ravenna 
people to capture the records and return them 
to their city.

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THROUGH THE RAPIDS. 


Another Foolhardy Man Goes Into the 
Whirlpool. 

NIAGARA Fauzs, N. Y., September 15.— 
Today Walter G. Campbell, of Youngstown, 
N. Y., made the trip through the rapids of 
Niagara gorge below the falls. Early this 
morning Campbell took himself to the secret 
depths of the bank up beyond the Old-Maid- 
of-Mist landing, and remained in hiding there 
until noon. About this time. he, in company 
with friends, was seen rowing about the 
river. 

An anxious crowd of spectators and friends 
gathered about him every time he landed at 
the old dock, but no ofiicers appeared to arrest 
him. In reply to the question: 

“Do ‘you feel confident of coming out 
alive?” the replyf$came, “If I did 
not I would not go. I intend to row out in 
this boat and remain in it as far down as I 
can. The boat and dog are goiug with me. 
You see I am well fixed in my suit,” said he, 
calling attention to the way he was iixed for 
the hazardous voyage. ‘The suit was nothing 
more than sixteen pieces of cork, each five by 
fourteen inches, and one inch thick. It was 
folded over his chest and about his back, and 
between it and his body were heavy cotton 
pads, straps about the legs and shoulders hold- 
ing it in position. In fact, it was nothing 
more than two life preservers put together in 
one bag. About his hips were a pair of red 
trunks, and an undershirt covered his body. 
His arms and legs were free from clothing. 

OUT IN THE STREAM. 

At just 3:10 the boat in which Campbell and 
a few friends rode, pushed off from above the 
point and was pulled slowly down to the 
Maid-of-Mist dock, where his friends went 
ashore. It was 3:20 p. m. when, with a 
steady, unflinching stroke, Campbell pulled 
slowly from the dock toward the center of the 
river. He drifted down with the current 
toward the Canadian side. At 3:26 p. m., 
standing upright in the boat, he took one of 
the oars and paddled the craft in the direction 
he desired to go, at the same time steadying it. 
Ashe rode rapidly down the stream on the 
current beneath the cantilever bridge it was 
truly an inspiring sight. The eyes of thou- 
sands were rivetedupon him. Over the heavy 
swells he rowed in safety, and at the first 
breaker of the rapids he knelt down in the 
bottom of the boat. He passed the way 
through the first part of the rapids while ina 
kneeling position and holding fast to the 
sides. Ahuge wave in front of Buttery’s 
elevator raised Campbell high on its crest, 

AND CAPSIZED HIS BOAT. 

His cork suit buoyed him up nicely. 

At 3:52 p, m., he was seen toenter the whirl 
pool and was carried by the fierce current far 
out into the maelstrom. By strong swimming 
he soon reached the shore and willing hands 
were extended to tle successful navigator, his 
father, James F. Campbell, being among the 
first to congratulate him. After effecting a 
landing he was hurried to the Whirlpool house, 
where whisky was given him. He said: 

‘*‘No, I did not weaken, to my knowledge, at 
all. I kept my senses right through the whole 
thing. It was rather bad at first, when I was 
drifting toward the rapids there, but I did not 
mindit. I got pretty well shaken up. I 
tossed the boat just opposite Buttery’s eleva- 
tors, [think. After I was thrown out I made 
an effort to’gatch it, but it was about twenty 
feet beyond meaudIicould not. 1t went faster 
than I did.”’ mee |

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Passenger Cars Turn Somersaults tInto a 
Creek. 

LyNcHeuRrG, Va., September 15.—A Mor- 
mon emigrant train on the Norfoikand Wes- 
tern railroad was wrecked early this mourning, 
about four miles below the city. The train 
wasaspecial and was running ahead of the 
regular passenger train about twenty minutes, 
The wreck was caused by a small bridge 
giving away after the engine and baggage. car 
had passed overit. The water in the creek 
was very high, caused bv the heaviest rain 
almost ever known in this section. The emi- 
grants numbered one hundred and sixty. The 
cars plunged into the creek and strange to say 
no one was killed, and but fifteen or twenty 
hurt—one seriously. The first car that went 
down turned completely over and is a total 
wreck, and the second car struck on its end 
and stood almost perpendicular. All the pas 
sengers were badly shaken up, bat when 
brought here, Elder W. R. Payne, in charge 
of the party, stated that none were crippled 
and all would proceed on their journey as soon 
as the train could be made up. There were 
nine Mormon elders in the party.

POINTS IN THE DEMOCRAT’S FAVOR 


Campbell is a Stronger Man With the People, 


—The Cry of Home Rule for the Cities 
~The Georgia Visitors. 
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Dayton, O., September 15.—[{Special. ]—The , 


political tide of Ohio is fast flowiag in upon 


the democratic beach. The crevices in the 


rocks are filled and every indication points to. 
happier days for the democracy of the buckeye — 


State. 

On the republican beach the tide is flowing 
out, and there are many rents and tears and 
ugly, rough and pointed rocks showing above 
the water. 

During the two wecks the Georgians have 
been in Ohio I have talked with many leading 
men and politicians of both parties. From 
this information it would seem that the demo- 
cratic ship will sail safely and smoothly into 
port in October. | 

That Mr. Campbell’s chanves of defeating 
Governor Foraker are good is evidenced by 
these facis: 

First, Governor Foraker is not what might 
be termed confident of re-election. He said 
to ine a few days ago that, while he believed 
he would be re-elected, it would be the hardest 
fought political battle of his life. Just before 
the recent presidential election it will be re- 
membered that he predicted Olio would give 
Harrison 50,000 majority. It gave him some- 
thing over 19,000. Judging by this prediction, 
Mr. Foraker will not only have a hard fight, 
but the majority will be on Mr. Campbell's 
side. 

Again, Mr. Campbell is very popular with 
the G. A. R. for many reasons, but one in, 
particular—on account of having voted for the 
dependent pension bill, which Mr. Cleveland 
vetoed. There are very many democratic 
members of the G. A. R. in Ohio, and the 
democratic ranks of that organization were be- 
ing somewhat undermined, as it were, by Cor- 
poral Tanner’s liberal administration of the 
pension bureau. But now that Tanner has 
been called down and thrown out in the cold 
world, the G. A. R. is mad, and there is going 
to be a grand rally of these men to Campbell, 
especially as Foraker has many enemies in the 
ranks, | 

Another point that is telling very happily 
for Campbell is the democratic cry of home 
rule for the cities. 1t hascemented the saloon 
element to Campbell, for Foraker’s enforce - 
ment of the Sunday liquor law in the cities 
has brought upon his head the condemnation 
of a very large batch of voters in every city in 
Ohio, who would otherwise have supported 
the republican ticket. 

Then for the first time in many years the 
democrats can control more money for use in 
the campaign than their republican opponents. 
As every one seems to concede that money is” 
going to cuta broad path iu this campaign, 
that is another material point. :

The Soldiers’ home contains something over 
five thousand inmates, and is the largest in 
the country. ‘The grounds are beautifully ar- 
ranged, containing 600 acres. Indeed, the 
home is quite a_ little city in it 
self, for it has regular’ stores, a_ hotel 
for visitors, a beautiful opera house, churches 
and that which all citities possess, a barroom. 

It seems strange to find the government 
conducting a bar, but it is trae. The bar at 
the “home” is a government grog-shop, kept 
for the exclusive benefit of the inmates of the 
‘“home.’’ No outsider is allowed to drink in it, 
but the veterans are allowed all the beer they 
want or can drink~—paying, however, five 
cents a glass for it. Uncle Sam, however, 
different from the Average barkeeper, does 
not convert the profits to his own 
pocket, but appropriates it to secure 
amusements for his guests. . Before the bar 
was started the inmates would buy the mean- 
est quantity of whiskey from men who would 
bring it to the “home” unobserved, and would 
often get offand get royally drunk. It was 
seen that many ofthem were determined to 
have it, and the officers of the “home’’ 
thought it advisable toallow them to have it 
there. Now they are allowed to drink all 
they want if they pay forit, but are severely 
punished if they get drunk. E. W. B. 
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RECOGNIZING BOTH WINGS, 


An Appointment in Florida Which 
Thought to be Significant. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., September 15.—[Spe- 
clal.|—General McKee, appointed receiver of 
public moneys here, is the man who, soon 
after the election of Harrison, made tie re- 
marks which were quoted throughout the 
country. He read the riot act to the negroes, 
telling them that the time had come when 
the good of the republican party demanded 
that they should take back seats, and let the 
white leadership in the party prevail. He 
bad been the postmaster here until removed 
by Cleveland, and wanted that office again, 
but was opposed by Hill, the negro contestant 
from this state, as wellas Kernighan and 
Chalmers, and it was thought this speech had 
sealed his political doom. His appointment 
now as receiver is regarded an administrative 
move to recognize both factions of the party 
in this state, and assist Chalmers in his race 
for governor.

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NEW EVIDENCE COMING IN. 


The Latest Developments in the Cronin 
Murder Case. 

Cuicaco, September 15.—{t is believed that 
evidence of a most important nature is about 
to be revealed in the Cronin case, and for this 
reason pnblic interest in the trial now going on 
in the criminal court is increasing. 

Itis known that, notwithstanding al! de- 
nials, there was a trial in camp No. 20, in 
Which Cronin was the accused. Ed Spelman, 
of Peoria, the district delegate of the Clan-na- 
Gael, has furnished the state's attorney with 
the correspondence between himself and Beggs 
relating to Dr. Cronin’s trial by the camp 
which proves this. 

ANOTHER MAN SUSPECTED. 

Ancther point has come to light. A sales- 
inan for Marshail,Field & Co, whose name has 
heretofore never been hinted at in connection 
with the conspiracy, will be shown to have 
been acquainted or connected with the execu- 
tion of a portion of the plot. He went to Ire- 
land last February, ostensibly on business. for 
the house. He returned May 11, a week after 
the murder. Inquiry at Marshall, Field & 
Co.’8 disclosed that he did not go abroad for 
the house, but there are reasons for believing 
that his mission was to arrange for the recep- 
tion of Dr. Cronin’s clothes, shipped in Burke’s 
iron box, on the other side. 

PROOF AGAINST THE PRISONERS. 

Members of Camp 20 are daily coming to the 
state attornay’s office and giving up yaiuable 
information concerning the details of the con- 
spiracy. When the trial reaches the stage 
where the introduction of evidence shall be be- 
gun there will be some surprises for the de- 
fense and the public. 

Positive evidence has been adduced to 
prove that Dan Coughlin, Martin Burke, Pat- 
rick Cooney and Patrick O’Sullivan were in 
the Carlson cottage on the night of May 3 and 
1 o’clock in the morning of May. 4, the day of 
the murder of Dr. Cronin. 

Ike Robinson, the Lake View policeman 
who recently told his story of finding the Carl 
son cottage, saw the four men leave Nenning’s 
saioon, No. 1,750 Ashland avenue, walk 
north on Ashland avenue and enter the Carl- 
son cottage. 

A BARTENDER’S STATEMENT, 

But this is.not the only proof of which the 
state’s attorney has now in his possession of 
the truthfulness cf these facts. Nenning’s 
bartender “has told the state’s attorney that 
on the night of May 5, four men, oue of whom 
was O'Sullivan, drank in his saloon, and pro- 
ceeded north and stopped at about where he 
supposed the Carison cottage must be. Later, 
he passed the Carlson cottage, diagonally in 
the rear of which is O’Sullivan’s icehouse and 
barn. He saw four men leave by the side 
rear door and make their way to the barn. 
O’Sullivan was the first of the four men to 
reach the barn, where, after opening the big, 
sliding door, he waited for the other three to 
passin, and then closed the door. The other 
tuiree were the same ones who bad been drink- 
ing with the iceman in Nenning’s saloon a 
couple of hours before. 

Last evening the bartender was taken into 
the jail and shown the Cronin prisoners. He 
recognized and spoke to O'Sullivan at once, 
and, after taking a good look at Couglilin and 
siLively iden- 
tify them as the men he saw With the iceman 
on the night of May 3d and on the early morn 
mm 43 May4th —. ,

The bottle containing the re- 
mainder of the wine, and also parts of the body 
of deceased, were sént to the state chemist at 
Kaleigh for analysis, and both prussic acid and 
strychnine were f¢vnd in the wine and in the 
woman’s stomséy -3'he case excites unusual 
interest. oe

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A FATHER’S CRIME. 
He Shoots at His Vaughter and Then Cuts

son, of No. 80 Skillman street., Brooklyn, to 
kill his daughterand a young man who inter- 
fered. He then trie? to end his own life. 
Samuelson is a painter, and was separated 
from his wife a-fortnight ago. She went to 
live with their daughter Ada, wlio recenily 
married W, T. Whaley. When Samuelson 
was thrown out of employment his son-in-law 
offered him the use of a hall bedroom, if he 
would not enter any of the other rooms of the 
house. 

Yesterday his daughter took him his break- 
fast and at noon she gave him some peaches.

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LARGE FIRES IN LOUISVILLE 
JACKSONVILLE. 


SEVERAL FIREMEN UNDER THE WALLS 


A 8Six-Story Building in Louisviile Entirely 
Destroyed With Valuable Stock of 
Goods—Blaze in Jacksonville. 


LouisviLuR, Ky., September 15.—Bamber- 
ger, Bloom & Co., one of the three largest 
wholesale dry goods and notion houses in Lou- 
isville, is completely destroyed by fire. The 
loss will already reach nearly $700,000 and the 
fire is still raging. Four firemen were certainly 
caught by falling walls and killed and two 
more are reported under the debris. They 
were Working close up in the rear when the 
rear walls fell and they were crushed beneath. 
Four have been taken out dreadfully mangled. 
Their names are not yet known. 

Bamberger, Bloom & Co.’s building fronts 
on Main street, between Sixth and Seventh. 
The alarm were struck at 11:10 o’cleck,and in 
ten minutes flames were bursting from win- 
dows on the third floor. Five minutes later 
part of the roof wentin. ‘The fire department 
was out in full force promptly, andin ten min- 
utes after the first alarm half a dozen streams 
were playing ou the burning building, but it 
was soon clear that 

NOTHING COULD SAVE IT, 

and the hose was turned upon the Louisville 
hotel, two doors away. That building was 
smoking, and it was a sharp half hour’s tight 
to make its safety reasonabiy sure. The guests 
of the Louisville as well as of}Seelbach’s hotel, 
at the corner of the block, poured out. A 
number, mostly frightened servants, were 
taken from the sceond and third floors in the 
rear, by means of ladders. They joined at 
once the crowd of sightseers which gathered 
in half an hour tothe number of 1€,000. The 
fire originated in Bamberger, Bloom & Co.’s 
cellar and Watchman McGrath, who turned in 
the alarm, saw the whole. cellar was aglow 
when he discovered it. Amnexplosion oceurred 
soon afterand thp firemen just arrived were 
knocked over by it, but not hurt, 

A conservative estimate of the loss on the 
stock is $756,600. The insurance is heavy and 
will about cover the loss. The building wasa 
double six story, owned by the firm, and vyal- 
ued at $75,000, 

THE FIRE EXTENDING. 

The fire is slowly eating both ways and may 
reach Seventh street on the west, destroying

CLYDE WAREHOUSE BURNED. 
Heavy Loss By Fire in Jacksonville, Fla.— 
The Losses. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., September 15.—At. 8 
o’clock tonight fire broke ont in the immense 
wareliouse of the Clyde Steamship company 
on the pier at the foot of Hogan street. Fif- 
teen minutes before the night watchman lad 
been inside the building and everything all 
right, He sat down onthe edge of the picr 
to gei a cool river breeze and had hardly done 


go when the flames showed through a window 
on the Bay street. sid@-of the warehouse and ; 


an alarm instantly rang im from Hogan ~street 
box. The watchman rushed into the bailding 
imordor to save the record, beoks and other 
rticies of. value, butethefiie-drexve bin eur. 
A lot of lubricating and lunrinating oil 
stored near the office, and spontaneous com- 
bustion undoubtedly was the cause of the fire. 
It is said, also, that a Jot of gasoline was stored 
in this pile. The opening of the doors senta 
strong current of air through the long ware- 
house and the flames spread with remarkable 
rapidity to the extreme west end of the 
structure. The fire men responded promptly 
and went to workwith a will. 

The building is of Florida pine frame, with 
corrugated iron sides, and about 160 by 75 feet 
in size. It stands upon piling almost entirely 
surrounded by water, with only a narow pas- 
sage between it and the river onthe frontanda 
low stretch of open dock inthe rear. The 
lumber pier and freight shed of the Florida 
Central and Peninsula railroad, stand near by ; 
also the immense wholesale grocery warehouse 
of W.S. Witeman. Underjthe conditions, the 
ffremen worked at a disadvantage, being un 
able to approach near, except at the ends. It 
took an hour to get the fire under control and 
at the end of this time the Clvde warehouse was 
in ruins, but adjacent buildings had _ bcen 
saved. There was very little freight in the 
house at the time. The steamer Iroquois did 
not come to this port last Thursday, as sched- 
uled, on account of delay by the storm in her 
southward trip, consequently the warehouse 
was nearly emptied of its accustomed piles of 
freight. About 250 bales of hay -oil anda 
small amount of miscellaneous freight were 
destroyed. The loss is not exceeding $2,000. 
The value of the warehouse was about $5,000, 
fully covered by insurance. Fortunately the 
steamer Cherokee had not arrived or she 
too might have been destroyed at the pier. 


AN EXPOSITION RUINED. 


The Main Hall of the St. Joseph Exposition 
Burned With Contents. 

St. Josern, Mo., September 15.—The ex- 
position met with a great disaster tonight. 
The crowd today and tonight was far greater 
than at any time since the opening. About 
10:30, just as the entertainment in the great 
amphitheater had closed, fire broke out in the 
main hall, a great bnilding, 1,100 feet in 
length, and filled with all manner of exhibits. 
The entire building and contents were con- 
sumed in spite of the most heroic effort on the 
part of the fire department. It is understood 
that nothing was saved but the carriage which 
was built to convey General Lafayette during 
his visit to this country in 1842. The exposi 
tion grounds are situated two miles from the 
city, and at this hour details of the fire have 
not been received. 

The origin of the fire is said to come by elec- 
tric lights. The exposition will continue, 
but will be shorn of its vast exhibits in the 
main hall. The loss must exceed a quar- 
tar of a million dollars. 

There were about 5,000 people on the grounds 
when the fire started and no one has any idea 
how the fire originafed.

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THE CITY STREETS. — 
DE. TALMAGE PREACHES AN ELO- 
QUENT SERMON. 

Wis Text Being: “Wisdem Crieth Withont; 


She Uttereth Her Voice in the Streets.’’ 
Proy. 1:20—An Immense Congregation. 


BrRooxtyn, September 15.—[Specia!.]—The 
Rev. T. DeWitt Talmage, D. D., preached at 
the Tabernacle today to a yast congregation 
on “The City Streets.” His text was: “*Wis- 
dom cricth without; she uttereth her voice in 
the strects."’ Prov..i., 20.’ He said: 

We are all ready to listen to the voices of na- 
ture—the voices of the mountain, the voices 
of the sea, the voices of the storm, the voices 
of the star. Asin some of the cathedrals in 
Enrope there is an organ at either end of the 
building, and the one instrument responds mu- 
sically to the other, so m_ the great cathedral 
of nature day responds to day, and night to 
night, and flower to flower, and star to star, in 
the great harmonies of the universe. The 
spring lime is an evangelist in blossoms 
preaching of God’s love; and the winteris a 
prophet — white-bearded — denouncing woe 
against our sins. We are all ready to listee to 
the voices of nature; but how few of us learn 
anything from the voices of the noisy and 
dusty street. You go to your merchandise, 
apn your mechanism, and to your work, and 
you come back again—and often with an in- 
different heart you pass through the streets. 
Are there no things for us to learn from these 
pavements over which we pass? Are there no 
tufts of truth growing up between these cob— 

_blestones, beaten with the feet of toil, and 
pain. and pleasure, the slow tread of old age 
and the quick step of childhood? Aye, there 
are great harvests to be reaped; and now I 
thrust in the sickle because the harvest is ripe. 
“Wisdom crieth without; she uttereth ler 
voice in the streets.” 

In the first place the street impresses me 
with the fact that this lifeis a scene of toil 
and struggle. By 10 o’clock every day the city 
is jarring with wheels, ana shuffiing with feet, 
aud humming with voices, and covered with 
the breath of smokestacks, and a-rush with 
trafiickers. Once in awhile you tind @ man 
going along with folded arms and _ with 
leisurely step, as though he had nothing to do; 
but for tiie most part, as you find men going 
down these streets, on tha way to business, 
there is anxiety in their faces, as though they 
had some errand which must be executed et 
the first possible momeut. You are jostled by 
those who have bargains to make and notes to 
sell. Up this ladder with a hod of bricks, out 
of this bank with a roll of bills, on this dray 
with a load of goods, digging a cellar, or shing- 
ling a roof, or shoeing a horse, or building a 
wail, or mending a watch, or binding a beok. 
Industry, with her thousand arms, and thou- 
sand eyes, and thousand feet, goes .on singing 
her song of work! work! work! while 
the wills drum it, and -the = steam 
whistles fife it. All this is not because men 
love toil. Some one remarked: “Every man 
is as lazy as he can afford tobe.’ But it is 
because necessity, with stern brow and with 
uplifted whip, stands over them ready wien- 
ever they relax their toil to make their shoul- 
ders sting with the lash. Can it be that, pass- 
ing up and down these streets om your way to 
work and business, you do not learn anything 
of the world’s toil, and anxiety, and struggle? 
Oh! how many drooping hearts, how many 
eyes on the watch, how many miles traveled, 
how many burdens carried, how many losses 
suffered, how many battles fought, how many 
victories gained, how many defeats suifierea, 
how many exasperations endured —what losses, 
what hunger, what wretchedness, what pallor, 
what disease, what agony, What despair! 
Sometimes I have stopped at the corner 
of the sétreet as the multitude went 
hither and yon, and it has seemed to 
b> a great pantomime, and as I looked 
upou it my heart broke. This great 
tide of human life that goes down the 
strect is a rapid, tessed and turned aside. and 
dashing ahead and driven back— beautiful in 
its confusion and confused in its beauty. In 
the carpeted aisles of the forest, in the woods 
from which the eternal shadow is never lifted, 
on the shore of the sea over whoseiron coas. 
tosses the tangled foam, sprinkling the cracked 
cliffs with a baptism of whirlwind and tem- 
pest, is the best place to study God; butin 
the rushing, swarming, raving street is the 
best place to study man. Going down to your 
place of business and coming home again, I 
charge you look about-—-see these signs of 
poverty, of wretchedness, of hunger, of sin, 
of bereavement—and as you go through the 
streets, and come back through the streets, 
gather upin thearms of your prayer all the 
sorrow, al) the losses, all the suffering, all the 
bereavements of those whom you pass, and 
present them in prayer before an 
all tsympathetic God. Then in the 
great day of eternity there will be thousands 
of persons with whom you in this word never 
exchanged one word who will rise up and call 
you blessed; and there will be a thousand 
fingers pointed at you in heaveu' saying: 
‘That is the man, that is the woman, who 
helped me when I was hungry, and sick and 
wandering, aud lost, and heart broken. That 
is the man, that is the woman,” and the bless- 
ing will come down upon you as Christ shall 
say: “I was hungryand ye fed me, I was 
naked and ye clothed me, I was sick and in 
prison and ye visited me; inasmuch as ye did 
it to these poor wails of the streets, ye did it 
to me.”’ 

Again, the street impresses me with the fact 
that al! classes and conditions of society must 
commingle. We sometimes culture a wicked 
exclusiveness. Intellect despies ignorance. 
Refinement will have nothing to do with boor- 
ishness. Gloves hate the sunburned hand, 
and the high forehead despises the flat head; 
and the trim hedverow will have nothing to do 
With the wild cepsewood, and Athens hates 

Nazareth. This ought not to be so. The as 
tronomer must come down from his starry rev- 
elry and heip usin our navigation. The sur- 
geon must come away from his study of the 
human’ organism and set our broken bones. 
The chemist must come away froim his labora- 
tory, where he has been studying analysis and 
synthesis, and help us to understand the nature 
of the soils. I bless God that all classes of 
people are compelled to meeton the street. 
The glittering coach wheel clashes against the 
scavenger’s cart. Fine robesrun against the 
peddler’s pack. Kebust health meets wan 
sickness. Honesty confronts fraud. Every 
class of people mects every other class. Inde- 
pendence and modesty, pride and humility, 
purity and beastiiness, frankness and hypoc- 
risy, meeting on the same block, in the same 
street, inthe samecity, Oh! that is what 
Sclomon meant when he said: ‘“Therich and 
the poor meet together; the Lord isthe Maker 
of them a}l.’’ I like this democratic principle 
of the Gospel of Jesus Christ which recoguizes 
the fact that we stand before God on one and 
the same platform. Do not take on any airs; 
whatever position you have gained in society, 
you are nothing but aman, born of the same 
parent, regenerated by the same _ Spirit, 
cleanse] by the same blood, to lie down in the 
Fame dust, to get up in the same resurrection. 
it is high time that we all acknowledged not 
only the Fatherhood of God, but the brother- 
hood of man. 

Again, the street impresses me with the fact 
that it is a very hard thing for aman to keep 
his heart right and to get to heaven. Intinite 
temptations spring upon us from these places 
of public concourse. Amid so much affluence 
how much temptation to covetousness, and to 
be discontented with our humble lot. Amid 
60 Inany Opportunities for overrevching, what 
temptation toextortion. Amid somuch dis- 
play, what temptation to vanity. Amid so 
many saloons of strong drink, what allure- 
mnent to dissipation. In the maelstroms of the 
street, how many make quick and eternal 
shipwreck. If aman of-war comes back from 
a battle, and is towed into the navy yard, we 
#0 down to look at the splintered spars and 
count the bullet holes, and look with patriotic 
admiration on the flag that floated in victory 
from the masthead. But that man is more of 
a curiosity who has gone through thirty years 
of the sharpshooting of business life, and yet 
sails on, victor over the temptations of 
the. street. Oh! how many have gone 
down under the _ pressure, leaving not 
so much as the patch of canvass to tell where 
they perished. They never had any peace. 
Their dishonesties kept tolling In their ears. 
df 1 had an ax and could split open the beams 
of that fine house, perhaps I would find in the 
very heart of itaskeleton. In his very best 
wine there is a smack of the poor man’s sweat. 
Oh! is it strange that when a man has de- 
voured widow’s houses he is disturbed with 
indigestion? All the forces of nature are 

ust him. The floods are ready to drown 
him and the earthquake to swallow him, and 
the fires to copsume him and the lightning to- 
swite him.

selves the heroes of the street. Mighty were 
their tempations, mighty was their deliver- 
ance, and mighty shal! be their triump). 

Again, the sireetimpresses me with the fact 
that life is full of pretensions and sham. What 
sabterfuge, what double dealing, what two- 
facedness! Doall the people who wish you 
good morning really hope for you a happy day? 
Do all the people who shake hands love each 
other? Are all those anxious about your 
health who inquire concerning it? Do all 
want tosee you who ask you to call? Does 
ali the world know half as much as it pretends 
to know? Is there not manya wretched stock 
of goods with a brilliant show window? Pass- 
ing npaud down these streets to your business 
and your work, are you not impressed with 
the fact that much of society is hollow, and 
that there are subterfuges and 
pretentions? Oh! how many - there 
are who swagger and strut, and how 
few people who are natural and walk. While 
fops simper, and fools chuckle,fand simpletons 
paele, how few people are natural and laugh. 

he courtesan and the libertine godown the 
street in beautiful apparel, while within the 
heart there are vo.canoes of passion consuin- 
ing their life away. I say these things not 
to create in you incredulity and misanthropy, 
nor dol forgetthere are thousands of eanate 

a great deal better than they seem; but I do 

not think any man is prepared for the conflict 

of this life until he knows this particular peril.

the haft wentin after the blade. Judas Iscariot 
kissed Christ. 

Again, the street impresses me with the fact 
that itisa great field for Christian charity. 
There are hunger and suffering, and want and 
wretchedness in the country: but these evils 
chiefly congregate in our great cities. On 
every street crime prowls, and drunkenness 
Staggers, and shame winks, and pauperism 
thrusts out its hands asking for alms. Here 
want is most squalid and hunger is most lean. 
A Christian man, going along a street in New 
York, saw a poor lad and he st:*pped and said: 
‘‘My boy, do you know how to read and write ?” 
The boy made no answer. The man asked 
the question twice and thrice: ‘“‘Can you 
read and write?’ and then the boy answered 
with a tear plashing on the back of his hand. 
Ife said in defiance: ‘‘No, sir; I can’f read nor 
write, neither. God, sir, don’t want me to 
read and write. Didu’t he take away my 
fatber so long ago I never remember to have 
seen him? and haven’t I had to go aiong the 
street to get something to fetch home to eat 
for the folk? and didn’t I, as soon as I could 
carry a basket, have to go out and pick up 
cinders, and never have no schooling, sir’ 
God don’t want me to read sir. I don’t read 
nor write neither.’”’ Ob, these peor wander- 
ers! They haveno chance. Dorn in degra- 
daticn, us they get up from their hands and 
knees to walk, they take their first step on 
the road to despair. Let us go forth in the 
name of the Lord Jesus Christ to rescue them. 
If youare not willing to go forth vourself. 
then give of your means; and if you are too 
lazy to gO, and if you are too 
siingy to help, then get out of the way, and 
hide yourself in the dens «and caves of the 
earth, lest, when Christ’s chariot comes along, 
the horses’ hoofs trample you into the 
mire, Bewaro lest the thousands of 
your city, in the last great 
day, rise up and curse your stupidity and your 
neglect.

In this tramp of the multitude on the streets, 
I hear the tramp of a great host, marching and 
marching for eternity. Beyond the ofhice, the 
store. the shop. the street, there isa world, 
populous and tremendous. Through God’s 
grace, may youreach that blessed place. <A 
great throng fills those bouleyards and 
the streets are a rush with the chari 
ots of conquerors. The inhabitants go 
up and down, but they never weep and they 
never toil. A river flows: through that city, 
with rounded and luxurious banks, and trees 
of life laden with everlasting fruitage bend 
their branches to dip the crystal. No plumed 
hearse rattles over that pavement, for they 
are never sick. With immortal health glowing 
in every vein they know not howto dic. Those 
towers of strength, those palaces of beauty 
gleam inthe light of asun that mever sets. 
Qh, heaven, beautiful heaven! Heaven, 
where our friends are. ‘They take no census 
in that city, for it is inhabitcd by .‘‘a 
multitude which no man can  num- 
ber.” Rank above’ rank.. Host above 
host.

AN UNKNOWN MAN RUN OVER BY A 
TRAIN. 


Circumstances Point to the Theory That He 
Was First Murdered and Then Placed 
Upon the Track—Macon Gossip. 


Macon, Ga., September 15.—{Special.}— The 
East Tennessee railroad passenger train that 
reached Macon this morning at 7:15, ran over 
the body of an unknown white man last night 
near Brunswick. Tue Constitution is in- 
formed that the body was so horribly mangled 
that it was beyond identification. The sup- 
position at this writing seems to be that the 
man was murdered by some one and his dead 
body then put on the track to make it appear 
that he was killed by a train. 

The body was split wide open by the train 
andthe entrails and liver were torn out and 


lay upon the ground. One arm was cut off 
and was found ten feet from the body. The 
head was badly mashed. Eye witnesses say it 
was one of the worst mangled bodies ever 
seen.

ACCUSED OF MURDER. ,, 
icacinaiaen celia 


Rev. M. G. P. Nickens, of St. Paul, Ark., In- 
dicted for Killing Rev. Jaird Carnutt. 

Litrie Rock, September 15.— Advices from 
Huntsville Say that the Madison county grand 
jury has indicted Rey. M. G. P. Nickens for 
murder in the first degree. Nickens is in jail 
at that town and will be tried at the next term 
of the circuit court, which convenes in Febru- 
ary, 1890. 

The crime with which Nickens is charged 
is the most remarkable in the criminal annals 
of the state, or indeed of the southwest. His 
victim was a Baptist preacher named Jaird 
Carnutt, aged about sixty. Carnutt lived 
for many years in Crawford county, where he 
was well known. He had enemies, but his 
reputation was good. He was eccentric, and 
many stories are related of this trait in his char- 
acter. Asa minister, he was recognized more 
for zeal and piety than for learning or ability. 
He was nota member of the orthodox Bap- 
tist denomination, but while accepting and 


| advocating the main doctrines of that faith, 


inclined to accept the Bible as a guide inde- 
pendent of church creed. 

Mr. Carnutt peddled dry goods through the 
mountains of northwestern Arkansas, occa- 
sionally exhorting all with whom he came in 
contact. He made an impression as being up- 
right and sincere. About a year ago he moved 
from his old home, settling near St.Paul, Mad- 
ison county, this state. He owned a small 
piece of land, the cultivation of which, to- 
gether with the sales made on peddling excur- 
sions, yielded him an income sufticient for his 
frugal wants. 

NEIGHBORS BECOME ENEMIES. 

Mr. Carnutt lived only a little distance from 
tev. M.G. P. Nickens. At first, it appears, 
the relations between the ministers were very 
cordial, but this sentiment did not endure. 
Carnutt told throughout the neighborhood that 
Nickens had criminally assaulted his own 
daughter, and Nickens had Carnutt arrested 
forslander. The trial, which set the commu- 
nity agog, resulted in the acquital of Carnutt, 
and the ill feeling betwen the men _ increased. 

Some time later Carnutt, while riding along 
the highway, was fired upon by a party hid 
in the underbrush and narrowly escaped death. 
Suspicion pointed to Nickens as the would-be 
assassin, but he was not arrested. 

MURDER PERPETRATED. 

The sensation produced by the attempted 
assassination had scarcely died away when 
the community was startled by the announce- 
ment of the murder of Carnutt. His dead 
body was found on the roadside half a mile 
from Nickens’s house on the evening of Au- 
gust 13. The evidence showed that he was 
driving a wagon, on the running gear of which 
he was riding, when the murderer crept up 
and dealt him a blow on the head, knocking 
him from the yehicle to the ground. The 
murder was then completed, the head of 
Carnutt being nearly severed from the body 
with an ax or hatchet and. the sKull broken in 
several places. 

There was no attempt at robbery, a sum of 
money being found on the dead man and his 
pockets being undisturbed, showing that re- 
venge was the motive for the crime. The in- 
quest developed enough evidence to cause the 
arrest of Nickens on suspicion, but before it 
was effected he escaped from the officers. A 
posse pursued and recaptured him in Franklin 
county, nearly one hundred miles from the 
seene of the murder. When the officers came 
in sight he jumped from his horse and plunged 
into the underbrush, where he was quickly 
surrounded. 

Several shots were fired, but without wound 
ing the fugitive. who soon announced his will- 
ingness to surrender. Since then he has been 
an inmate of the Huntsville jail. 

Feeling against Nickens is strong, but the 
people are law abiding and he will have a fair 
trial. The most damaging evidence against 
him is a bloody hatchet found on his premises, 
with which weapon itis believed the murder 
was comunitted. 

THE PRISONER’S HISTORY. 

Nickens was interviewed in prison and said 
in substance: ‘‘I am forty-two years old. I 
was born in Tennessce and have lived in Hick- 
man, Murray and Harding counties of that 
state. I am a minister of the Methodist Epis 
copal church, and 1 belong to the northern 
wing of that denomination. I came to Madi- 
son county, Ark., in 1870, and have lived here 
for nineteen years. I am married, my family 
consisting of a wife and ten children. I live 
three or four miles irom St, Paul. 

“T know Very liitle of Carnutt. He was a 
‘straggler’ and has lived in this country about 
ayear. He was a Baptist preacher, but he did 
not preach the modern missionary Baptist 
doctrine. I heard that he told somebody that 
he had two wives, but could live with neither. 
I would judge him to be sixty years of age. 
His body was found near my house and while 
the coroner’s inquest was going on I was ar- 
rested. I told the officers I wanted a prelim- 
inary trial and did not want to go jail without 
one. This was refused and I left. I was 
retaken in Franklin county. I was 
on my way home to give wmyself 
up when [I met the officers. I 
made no resistance. The justice of the peace 
who conducted the inquest was prejudiced 
against me, and for that reason I wanted an 
examining trial. I am innocent, and expect 
to establish my innocence before the eyes of 
neighbors and the world when I am put on 
trial. I have got good lawyers, who will see 
that I get justice.’’ 

Nickens has employed ex-United States 
Senator David Walker, who has a great repu- 
tation as a criminal lawyer, to conduct the 
defense. 
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THE CHURCHRH’S GROWTH. 


Cardinal Gibbons at the Laying of a Corner- 
Stone, 

WASHINGTON, September 15.—In_ his 
address at the laying of the corner-stone of St. 
Peter’s church today, Cardinal Gibbons said: 

‘About seventy years ago St. Peter’s old 
church was dedicated to Almighty God by a 
modest congregation, but the new church will 
surpass the old one in grandeur and magnifi- 
cence, and, indeed, the two places in compari- 
son, affords us the beautiful and significant 
type of the progress of the Catholic religion in 
the Uuited States, Onthe 10th of next No- 
vember we will celebrate, in the city of Balti- 
more, the 100th anniversary of the establish- 
ment of the heirarchy in the United States, and 
of the appointment of Bishop Carroll to be the 
first bishop of thesee of Baltimore. We can 
not review the history of the lastcentury, and 
of that great event which we are about to 
commemorate, without being filled with pro- 
found gratitude to Almighty God who 
wrought such great things atthe hands of his 
servants and at the same time 
without grave responsibility to walk in the 
footsteps of our fathers in the faith.’’ 

In concluding his address the cardinal said: 
‘*T rejoice in the growth and progress of the 
Catholic religion because I am convinced that 
the growth of the Catholic faith in this coun- 
try will, more than any other means, promote 
the welfare and stability of our American in- 
stitutions.’’

and an equal number of day laborers, can ob-

The rapid and almost phenominal growth of

A Solid Foundation of Prosperity. 
In the current issue of the Manufacturers’ 
tecord there are some surprising figures rel- 
ative to the recent progress and development 
of the industrial resources of the south. 
Surprising as these figures are, it is proba- 
ble that they do not cover the whole ground 
or tell the entire story. 

The Record, which is a recognized au- 
thority on these matters, says that the rail- 
road mileage of the south has been increased 
by the addition of over 20,000 miles since 
1879. Since that year over $800,000,000 
have been spent in building new roads and 
improving old ones. ‘The assessed value of 
property has increased over $1,300,000,000 
since 1880, and the increase in 1889 over 
1888 will probably be about $175,000,000 or 
more. This does not show the full increase 
in the value of property, since there isa 
very large amount of manufacturing prop- 
erty created since 1580 which does not ap- 
pear in the tax assessments, being exempt 
by law from taxation. In 1880 the south 
made 307,501 tons of pig fron, in 1888 over 
1,100,000, and in 1889 it will produce about 


* 4,500,000 to 1,600,000 tons. 


In 1880 6,048,571 tons of coal were mined 
in the south; in 1888 the output was 18,000, - 
000 tons, and in 1889 it will probably be not 
far from 23,000,000 tons. Cotton mills have 
increased from 1613, with 14,325 looms and 
667,554 spindles, in 1850, to 355 mills, with 
45,000 looms and 2,055,000 spindles, while 
many new mills are umler construction, and 
many old ones being enlarged. In 1880 there 
were 40 cotton seed oil mills in the south, 
with a capital of $3,500,000; now thero are 
265, representing an investment of over 
$20,000,000. 

The value of the south’s agricultural pro- 
ducts for 1888 was about $800,000,000, 
against $571,000,000 in 1879, while 1889 will 
probably show $900,000,000 to $950,000,000. 
The value of the south’s live stock is now 
$575,000,000, while in 1879 it was $391,- 
400,000. ‘The production of grain rose from 
451,074,630 bushels in 1880 to 652,666,000 
bushels in 1888, and this year will probably 
show over 6580, 004 },000 bushels, an increase 
of nearly 250,000,000 bushels. 

In the last three anda half years the 
Record has reported the organization in the 
south of upwards of 11,000 new industrial 
establishments, covering every line of man- 
ufacturing from making pins to building lo- 
comotives, and the building of over 8,000 
miles of railroad, and the production of the 
largest crops ever raisedin this section, 
which yielded good profits to the farmers. 

Thus in three years the south has raised 
about 21,500,000 bales of cotton, over 1,500,- 
000,000 bushels of corn, nearly 150,000,000 
bushels of wheat, and 240,000,000 bushels of 
oats, the total value of these and other agri- 
cultural products, according to official gov- 
ernment figures, reaching the enormous 
aggregate of upwards of $2,500,000,800, or 
an average of over $830,000,000 for each 
year.

The Cotton Movement. 

The New York Financial Chronicle,.in 
its weekly review of the cotton mevement, 
says that for the week ending last Friday the 
total receipts have reached 92,994 bales, 
against 57,452 bales last week and 27,709 
bales the previous week; making the total 
receipts since the Ist of September, 1889, 
144,618 bales, against 84,855 bales for the 
same period of 1888, showing an increase 
since September 1, 1889, of 59,763 bales. 

mhe exports for the week reach a total of 
43,525 bales, of which 39,334 were to Great 
Britain, 941 to France and 3,200 to the rest 
of the continent. 

The total sales for forward delivery are 
23,400 bales. For immediate delivery the 
total sales foot up 9,053 bales, including 
5,103 for export, and 3,950 for consump- 
tion. 

The imports into continental ports this 
week have been 5,000 bales. There. jis an 
increase in the cotton in sight of 94,083 
bales as compared with the same date of 
1888, a decrease of 372,566 bales as com- 
pared with the corresponding date of 1887, 
and a decrease of 168,540 bales as compared 
with 1886. 

The old interior stocks have increased 
during the week 4,845 bales, and are 430 
bales more than at the same period last 
year. The receipts at the same towns have 
been 17,257 bales more than the same week 
last year, and since September 1 the receipts 
at all the towns are 35,723 bales more than 
for the same time in 1888. 

The total receipts from the plantations 


since September 1, 1889, are 155,196 bales; }. 


although in 1888 were 90,771 bales; fn 1887 - 
were 255,679 bales. 
The receipts at the outports the past 
weenaete 92,994 bales, the actual moye-

ment from plantations wes 98,249 bales, the 
balance going to increase the stocks at the 
interior towns. Last year the receipts from 
the plantations for the same week were 
49,154 bales and for 1887 they were 143,799 
bales, 

The Chronicle says that the speculation 
in cotton for future delivery at New 
York opened the week somewhat depressed 
by the decline in Liverpool and the in- 
creased movement of the crop. Still,values 
gave way slowly, and the lowest figures on 
Tuesday morning were only 2 to 5 points 
below the close of the previous Fri- 
day. The course of September was excep- 
tional, and this delivery advanced. 

On ‘Tuesday at noon the bureau report for 
September ist was made public; the esti- 
mate.of average condition, 86.6, was below 
what had been generally expected, and the 
figures for Texas, 81, were pretty uniformly 
rejected as too low; ‘wavertheless a quick 
advance of about 10 points followed. 

Liverpool on Wednesday disappointed the 
bulls, and there was some selling to real- 
ize; but, owing tothe extreme scarcity of 


spot cotton and the maintenance of the 


‘corner’ in September contracts, there was 
little decline, the bears operating with the 
greatest caution, and rushing tocoveronthe 
slightest alarm. 

On Thursday some new features appeared 
on the weakness of September and October, 
while the more distant options showed 
strength on reports of rust and worms, 
which came from New Orleans, and appear 
to have given strength to that market. 

Friday the features of Thursday were 
continued, the later options advancing a 
few points; but there wasa quick decline 
when the demand fell off. Cotton on the 
spot was dull, bnt quotations were main- 
tained, and Thursday and Friday there was 
rather more business for home consump- 
tion, middling uplands closing at 112c. 


The Chronicle’s telegraphic weather re- | 


ports indicate that the weather has as arule 
been favorable to cotton during the week. 
There has been heavy rain in north Texas, 
interrupting picking, but doing no material 
harm to the plant generally, and in some 
cases benefiting it. Good progress is being 
made in gathering and marketing the crop.

Americans in China. 

There are 1,022 Americans in China of 
all ages, sexes and occupations. Of this 
number 506 are preachers of Christianity. 

These figures are interesting in view of 
the recent statement to the effect that all 
Americans are to be expelled from China. 
If this statement turns out to:be true. very 
great hardships will be inflicted on a num- 
ber of very worthy persons, and the point 
will be made thatthe celestial empire is 
carrying matters too far, in view of the fact 
that this goveruinent has not,as yet, seen 
fit to expel the Chinamen doing business in 
this country. 

Nevertheless, we suppose there is no 
thoughtful person but has feared that China 
would take some step in retaliation for the 
barbarous treatment to which its citizens 
have been subjected in this country. They 
have been hounded down; they have been 
beaten and stoned; their property has been 
destroyed, and they have been murdered by 
scores of dozens. And, finally, the politi- 
cians who make our laws, have agreed to 
exclude the Chinese from our shores. This 
is in the nature of indirect expulsion. 

The only wonder is that China has re- 
mained so quiet under the repeated indigni- 
ties to which her people in ‘this country 
have been subjected. If the statement that 
that government is preparing to expel 
American residents should turn out to be 
true, only those who have heaped. indigni- 
ties and cruelty om the Chinese here can be 
held.to blame. The proceeding will be at 
least more humane- than the treatment 
which has been accorded the Chinese. The 
fear allalong has been thatthe Chinese 
would resort to a bloody reprisal. 

September Storms. 

The recent storm onthe north Atlantic 
coast has drawn forth some very curious 
speculations from the young men who now 
pose as weather experts. 

it is suggested that there was an earth- 
quake out at sea, and thata tremendous 
tidal wave was driven upon the Jersey 
coast. Columns have been written to de- 
scribe the exceptional nature of the storm, 
and the average reader is under the impres- 
sion that it was an awful phenomena almost 
without a precedent, 

People are very forgetful, and they are 
ignorant of the facts of history. Lver 
since the pilgrims landed the September 
gales have been familiar to the dwellers on 
the north Atlantic coast. Sometimes they 
have carried the ocean spray iniand for 
many imiles, and at least once in every gen 
eration they have caused an immense 
amount of damage. From time immemorial 
the Jersey coast. has suffered more than 
any other locality during these stornis, and 
may be expected to suffer in future. 

The Jate hurricane was a bad- one, but 
there is no reason for all this talk about 
earthquakes and tidal waves. Scores of 
such visitations have occurred in the past 
and may be looked for again. Ii is tempt- 
ing fate to camp out on the edge of the 
Jersey coast in September. 

The Mistakes of Justice. 

The startling suggestion has been made 
in our news columns that Frank Stack, a 
white man, who was recently lynched at 
Morganton, N. C., was innocent. 

Stack was charged with murder. The 
evidence against him was purely circum- 
stantial. Witnesses are ready to testify 
that he was miles away from the scene of 
the murder when the crime was committed, 
He bore a geod character and the people of 
his county believe in his innocence. 

The lynchers, then, hung Stack on mere 
suspicion. Under euch circumstances 
lynching isthe height of folly and wicked- 
ness. Justice was the object of the mob, 
but justice makes mistakes. Only the other 
day the governor of New York discovered 
that two prisoners, one who had been in 
prison thirty years, and the other fifteen 
years, were both innocent. He pardoned 
them, but they have suffered an irreparable 
injury. If justice regularly administered 
by the courts makes such mistakes, it must 
be much more uncertain when administered 
by an excited mob. 

We must stop this lynching business. 
The law. can stop it. except in one class of 


crimes. Of course, when the evidence is 


conclusive that aman bas committed a fel- 
onous assault upon a virlugus wo.nan the 
¢riminal will always bein danger of lynch- 


ing? and public “ote 2 will justify the 


| lynchers. But it isto be hoped that such ck 


cases will be @re. 

The mistakes of justice—of the courts 
and mobs, are wurse than blunders. They 
are crimes. 


Langston’s Demand. 

A very curious feature of the campaign 
in Virginia is the attitude of a negro. named 
John M. Langston, who is a “‘professor’” in 
some colored institution in that state. 

Langston, it will be remembered, figured 
largely as a republican politician in South 
Carolina some years ago. Later he moved to 
Virginia, and has been a very active poli- 
tician. He was a candidate forcongress at 
the last election, but was opposed by Ma- 
hone for some reason, and defeated ~ that 
shrewd worker. 

Langston has given notice of contest 
against Mr. Venable, his democratic oppo- 
nent, who holds the certificate of election. 
Under all the circumstances, it is natural 
that Langston should be opposed to Ma- 
hone. At least the republican leaders 
feared that he would oppose Mahone, and 
they approached him on the subject, 

He was asked if he would support Ma- 
hone, and bis answer was plump and 
pointed. He told the leaders that if they 
would promise to seat him in congress the 
negro vote will be solid for Mahone. Just 
what effect this blunt demand had on the 
leaders is not known. ‘The republican na- 
tional committee has no power to seat 
Langston in congress, and a promise to do 
sO would not amount to much.

3. Those who desire to work will have pleas- 
ant occupation afforded them, such as garden- 
ing, attending tothe dairy, etc., and will be 
provided with small patches of their own 
which they can cultivate. 

4. It has not been absolutely settled that the 
wives of old soldiers can accompany -them to 
the home, but in all meetings of subscribers it 
seemed to be the unanimous desire that this 
should be the case. The di.ectors have not 
yet officially determined this matter. 

The home will be ready for occupancy in 
about four months and will be ready to ac- 
commodate about one hundred to one hundred 
and fifty old soldiers. ‘Those wiio desire a 
place in the home should either write or have 
their friends write and get .their names in as 
early as possivie so that the directors can un- 
derstand exactly w hatis is needed.

The Yr atti of Africa. 

From the New York Heraid (ind.), August 3 

Africa will tempt the avarice of every race 
on theglobe within the next century. Within the 
next five centuries it may become one of the great 
factors of civilization, crowded with nationalities 
which may possibly hold the balance of political 
power and dietare the policy of the rest of Cinis- 
tendom. It isthe only jarge area on the globe that 
remains umconquered, On the$Mediterranean sea 
coast are a few tangled tassels of the robe of civi- 
lization—Moroeco, Algeria, Tripoli. On the west is 
the «truggling republic of Liberia, which 
has never received the credit it hag 
so hardly earned. On the sonth the 
British have capturd a few square 
miles with valuable harbers, and on the east are 
se.ttered hardy colonists with their herds of cattle. 
Still, Africa is comparatively unknown as yet. 
Fifty years ago it was the Dark Continent; but 
travelers have recently explored its inner depths in 
part, and come back With tales of inexhaustible re- 
sources, of mineral wealth, of a fertile soil capable 
of supplying breadstui’s to the people of the whole 
planet. The merely tentative commercial rela‘ions 
with Africa which now exist have resulted so 
favorably that pioneers are all agog with excite- 
ment. The dream of the tnuinure is a golden one and 
the prospect is alluring. The total value of exports 
and impurts by the white men who live along its 
fringe of sea-coast is estimated at nearly $100,000, 000 
annually. 
of this sum, while France ciaims as her share 
something like $100,0C0,000, The interest of 
Americans in Africa is #0 insignificant that 
itscarcely deserves mention. What bright and glo- 
rious visions will soon attract the cenius of mento 
that last remnant of undevelopedterritory! With- 
in the next five hundred years that entire continent 
will become the heritage of enterprise. Great cities, 
huge manufacturing centers, will be found on its 
rivers, which resem'le the Amazon and the Missis- 
sippi. Wheat fields, cotton feids, coffee plantations 
will be found everywhere. Its forests of valuable 
timber wilt yield to the weo2sman’s ax, and siw- 
milis on every stream will make the musie of 
wealth and progress. Cables to the metropolis of 
Europe and America will reeord the discovery of 
new gold mines in the mountains 
and the prospects of the crops on the plains. 
The savage aborigines will be criven from their 
possessions or absorbed by the new civilization, 
and in the streets of some pfosperous city on the 
Niger, the Chadda, the Congo or the Zambesi, on 
fete davs will be heard the ‘‘Marsellaise’’ and 
‘Hail Columbia,”’ or the stirring melody which in- 
forms us that John Brown’s soul 18 marching on. 
Already a demand nas been made for two trans- 
continental railroads. One is to have its western 
terminus at Monrovia, the capital of Liberia, and 
its route will extend through Masina, Sokoto, Dar- 
fur, Abyssinia, and eud on the eastern coast at the 
foot of the Red sea, Theother will begin at the 
mouth of the Congo andrun through the heart of 
the continent, already explored by Stanley, with 
an eastern terminus close to Zanzibar. All this 
reads like Utopia, But the latter railroad project 
has already been seriously considered, and 
it is declared by Stanley and other experts 
that it would pay a large interest on the invest~ 
ment from the start. To be sure, it almost 
makes the brain reel to think of the time as near at 
hand when New York will ‘hear from Central 
Africa by telegraph as we do from Dakota, of con- 
tested elections aud strikes in cities ofa million in- 
babitants, and when it will be 4s attractive to 
spend a winter in some fashionable health resort a 
few roiles from Victoria Nyanza as itis now to 
make the tour of Europe; but the signs ofthe 
times forecast these changes as likely to be wrought 
before five more centuries shall have rolied into the 
past of history. The last unconquered spot on 
the earth will surrender to the victorious enter- 
prise of man, and Africa, heretofore 8;mbolzed by 

akedness and barbaric splendor, will be ‘clothed 
yon” with the robes ofa Christian civilization 
and be admitted into the brotheriocd of nations, 
worthy of a place in the councils of human pro- 
gress.

THE WELCOME TO DR.LEE By WIS 
CONGREGATION, 
The Church Eeantifully Decorated—ring 
Music by a Special Choir—Kev. Sam 
Small Delivers a Welcoming Address. 


Animmense congregation gathered yester- 
day morning at Trinity Methodist Episcopal 
church. 

Rev. J. W. Lee occupied his pulpit for the 
first time since his return from Europe, and 
hardly any of the fifteen hundred members of 
the congregation were absent from their places.

A special choir from the Sunday school and 
metubers of the congregation added maierially 
to the ‘beauty of the impressive service. It 
was evident that every member of this choir 
was a musician, and they sang the bymaus ina 
way which has probably never been equaled in 
Trinity church. 

The Rev. Sam Sma!! occupied the chancel 
with Dr. Lee, and imimediately before the ser 
mon he delivered a short address, in which he 
welcomed the pastor home and told of the joy 
felt by the congregation at having him once 
more to guide them through the snares and 
temptations of this world. 

Dr. Lee took for the subject of his sermon 
the charity which sheuld fil! all men’s hearts. 
After reading several texts from the bible to 
show how charity was held above other vir- 
tues by the Aimighty, he went on to show 
how this life could be brightened and made 
supremely happy by the exercise of this great 
virtue. He pictured the life of Josiah 
Mason, of Birmingham, England, who, after 
beginning life by making small key rings, 
which he sold about the streets, rose from one 
position to another until he became one of the 
greatest manufacturers of England. Ile ex 
plained how, when Mason was ‘poor, he saw 
the suffering and destituiion of his fellow la- 
borers.

Hon. A. O. Bacon May be Speaker—Neither 
Mr. Clay or Mr. duBignon Will Re 
turn—What the Boys Are Doing. 


The legislature is in the sere and yellow leaf. 

Now, when the burning heat of eloquence 
has passed its meridian, and the exhuberance 
of legislative verdure has withered and fallen 
in the September gale, and when the toil-worn 
member, jaded by the cares of state and rent 
by the storms of his own eloquence, turns 
yearnfully to his constituents hoping to read a 
plaudit in their faces, there are signs of anxi- 
ety which even the anticipations of hog killing 
time and the signs of abundance, are not sufli- 


cient to allay. 

The members of the legislature are in some- 
what the position of collegians assembied aftcr 
the junior or the sophomore year—anxiously 
awaiting tho results of the final examinations 
and speculating on their chances of passing to 
a higher ciass. In the shifting of the alter- 
nating system many of them hope to be re- 
turned assenators. Here and there a growing 
statesman nourishes a congressional ambition, 
while others are said to be grooming fer higher 
offices in the government of the state. 

It seems to be settled that the heads of the 
two houses will not return. It is understood 
that President duBignuon will be busy alout 
that time and Speaker Clay proposes to devote 
himself to the practice of law, Probably he 
means to be heeled by the time the next con- 
gressional campaign comes round. Congress-~ 
man Clements of the seventh was down here 
this week mingling with his constituents, a 
gool manyof whom are in the legislature. 
There seems to be a question in the minds of 
some of them as to whether’ they 
are Mr. Clements’ constituents or 
he is theirs. It is rumored 
that Speaker Clay hopes to make Mr. Clements 
his constituent at some future time. Itis said, 
however, that this is not on the programme 
for next year. What will be done then no one 
knows, unless it is Mr. Cicero Clements, who 
ix said to know everything worth knowing 
about politics in the seventh. Brother Cicero 
is an astute citizen, and is always there to 
mind the fences when the boys begin to burn 


the woods. 

Mr. Clements is alleged to have some guber- 
matorial aspirations, but if he does he 
keeps them well to himself. He was 
standing in the Kimball house the other night 
when I asked him about this rumor. He 
shook himself as if toseeif it were he, and 
drew up his shoulders abont two inches, to 
what secmed a gubernatorial height. Then 
he let himself down gently and remarked that 
be was nota cundiduite. 

Whatever Speaker Clay proposes to do he 
says he is not coming back to the legislature 
next year and some patriotic gentleman will 
have to sacrifice himself in that arduous posi- 
tion. Several gentiemen are meutioned forthe 
place, among them Mr. Calvin, of Richmond; 
Mr. Berner, of Monroe, and Mr. Terrell, of 
Meriwether. Mr. Calvin’s position on the 
house committee of agriculture and as chair- 
man of the judiciary committee of the state 
alliance have caused some of his friends to 
mention him in counection with the office of 
commissioner of agriculture when it becomes 
elective, but it is probable that Mr. Caivin’s 
aspirations are more to tle speakership than 
to the office of commussioner of agriculture. 


Sneaking of the agricultural department, 
Commissioner Henderson is still on deck, and 
it is probable that he will set his stakes to re- 
main there. The business has developed won- 
dorfully during his administration. There are 
sicns tliat there will be a large crop of candi- 
dates for this office and the race will be inter- 
esting. Colonel Reub Nisbet has already been 
annouuced from Macon. 

Tle bill making the office of state 
school commissioner elective seems likely 
to pass. ‘the senate is for it 
aud judging by the previous action the house 
is likely to follow suit. There will not be 
much counting of candidates for that office, 
however, until the bill is passed. It is al- 
lezed that the constitutional amendment to 
adc too justices to the supreme court, was lost 
last. verr because the candidates came out of 
the woods before the bill went to the people. 
This year doubtless they will remain welli 
uncer cover if the measure is again submitted 
to popujar vote. * 


The vresidency of the senate is a prize on 
which the gaze of several legislators seems 
already turning.

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‘HOW TH rY ARE CARED FOR. 


MAJOR SLATON EXPLAINS THE 
: CROWDS IN THE SCHOOLS. 


The Schools Are as Fall of Children as They 
Can Be-—Some Interesting Facts About 
Accommodations fer Atlanta's Children. 


The children in the public schools have got 
fown to hard work again after their long vacation. 

Major Slaton bes had the hardest kind of work in 
finding places for the hundreds of chilaren for 
whom desk room could not be found the first dav or 
two that the schools opened. 

There have been 1,507 tickets of admission issued 
this year to new scholars. A few days ago there 
were 400 of these little ones with no school to 
attend. This number has now been redaced 
to 150, who, with tha exception of avout 
thirty, are all ranked in the fitst or 
lowest grade. Besides these, there are a very large 
number of parents who have applicd for admission 
for their children into the public schools from the 
recently annexed districts. No provision whatever 
having been made toward meeting this emergency, 
Major Slaton has been obliged to refuse all such 
spplications., 

There is no po:sibility of complaint about unfair- 
ness, as the children are seatolin the schools ac- 
tording to the number ef their tickets. The num» 
bers of the u: seated children are taken, and asa 
vacancy occurs the jauitor of the school where it 
takes place is sent to notify the parents of the chiid 
holding the next ticketin ro‘ation. In many cases 
children have been assigned to schools outside of 
the district iu which they live. This gives some of 
them a long wulk several timesdaily. There is, 
however, no remedy, owing to the overcrowded 
state of the schoo's. 

Afier ancther general sifting and overhauling 
Major Slaton was able 10 state ‘the exact condition 
of the s-hools vestercay. 

There are at the Calhoun street school one or two 
vacancies in cach of the grades. At the Davis street 
Echool there is absolutely noroom. Thelra sireet 
school has vacancies in the oth, 7th aud Sih graces; 
all the othersae full. The Crew street school has 
on'y room in the 7th and Sth grades. The Ivy sireet 
school has vacaucias 
and 8th grades. The 
school, which is a cdouble graded 
bas the secon and third grades full. There is 
room forone ortwoscholars in the other classes. 
The Marietta street school is tull, except the sixth, 
seventh and eigiita grades. The Boulevard schoui 
has tne third grade fuil in all the other classes 
there are vacancies. The Fair street school is full 
except the sixth, seventh and eighth grades 

The Boys’ High school bas vacancies in all its 
classes. The Girls’ High school. however, numbers 
822 children and the are only vacaucis in tue first, 
second and third grades, 

The practicai business school is divided in two 
departments, both of which are taught by Mrs, 
Douglas. There were seats for thirty-five young la- 
dies, all of which were occupied yesierday, Major 
Slaton added 5 more desks. Two new scholars 
were immediately admiited, so that at presens 
there are three vacancies to be filled. 
This department is doing goo4d work. 
The young ladies are being taught stenography, 
commercial arithmetic, b. oikeeping, typewriting 
and rhcto:ic. Toe study of zelography will also 
soon be addeitothe course, The young ladies who 
took last years’ course are now able totake down 
from 160 to 150 words a minute, and by theend of 
this term they will be able to s.tisfactorily fill any 
position in a business house. 

Major Saton said yesterday that heretofore 
every year the schco! board has been overrun with 
applications from young ladies eager to teach 
school. The supply was in excess of the demand. 
At the same time he was continuaily receiving ap- 
plications from business men who offered excellent 
salaries for the services of young ladics that the 
school board could recommend. At tht end of this 
term the board will, for the first time, have forty 
young ladies that they will be abie to recommend 
to any position. 

The colored schools are full There 
Vacancy in any one of them. 

Mr. J. L. Travis, principal of the Vineyille 
echool, at Macon, was in Atlanta Wednesday for the 
purpose of looking into the Atlanta public school 
system. After making the rounds with Major 
Saton, he said that he was extremely well pleased 
withailhe hadseen. Mr. Woodhall, principal of 
the public schools at Columbus, has also been to 
Atlanta to learn the way the schools are run. He 
will adopt some of the methcds in use here in the 
Columbus schools.

| ABUUT GEORGIA’S GREAT MINERAL 


WEALTH UNTOLD. 


Professur C. M. Dobson Tells of Some of the 
Things He Has Fonnd Abo ut Dahlonega 
Atlanta People Interested. 


The wealth of Georgia--- 

Is there any end to it? 

Everybody who is given an insight into 
The 
answers of the experts who have visited tho 
grounds, tell of wonders, but the half has not 
been told. 

Professor C. M. Dobson, the mining engin- 
eer has, just returned from a careful examina- 
tion of the iron fields in the northeastern part 
of Georgia. He reports the lands he has been 
looking over as exceedingly rich, not only in 
iron but in gold and other metals as well. It 
is evident from what Professor Dobson says, 
that big fortunes are waiting forthe men en- 
terprising enough to open up this country and 
wrestle with the earth for its hidden treas- 
ures. 

‘1 have in my researches,’’said Mr. Dobson, 
last night, ‘‘discovered two zones of iron ore. 
The first of these extends from Alpharetta in 
a northeast direction. It cuts through Milton 
county and Hall into Lumpkin, and from 
Lumpkin it passes throngh White. The zones 
tend in a northeast and southwest direction, 
and they liesoutheast of each other in belts 
three mies wide. It is only recently 
that any knowledge of the richness of these 
metalic ores has peen acquired. The quality I 
consider fully equal to the celebrated Lake 
Superior ore, and as to the quantity nothing 
can be said, as the examinations have not gone 
far enough; they appcar, however, to be in- 
exhaustible.”’ 

“In 1849, during the gold excitement in the 
northeast poriion of the state of Georgia, when 
the mint at Dahlonega was in full blast, there 
was What was known tothe gold miners of those 
days as the ‘‘Dlack Belt,” running almost 
paralie!] with the gold belt, aud whenever the 
black belt ran in proximity to the gold belt 
the latier became poor and not workable with 
any degree of profit. The natural conse- 
quence was that the black belt was studiously 
avoided,and as it was very perceptible no pros- 
pecting was ever done inside the limit of it, 

“The miners didn’t know that it was iron. 
Many of them computed it to be copper, prob 
ably resulting from the numerous oxides of 
iron which exist in abundance on the belt; but 
as they were mining gold then, and have been 
doing so more or less up to the present time, no 
further attention was paid to the iron until re- 
cently. Many stories to the effect that farm 
ers had found. stuff—the local vernacular— 
which would pick up nails, needles, etc,, have 
been afloat of recent years and these rumors 
are probably the cause of the more recent y- 
vestigations, which have so satisfactorily re- 
sulted in the verification of the stories.”’ 

“Is there any means of trausporting the ore 
from the mines?’’ Prof. Dobson was asked. 

“There will be very soon. The nearest 


railroad at present is the Richmond and Dan-- 


Ville, which bisects the district at the town of 
Gainesville, twenty-five miles distant from 
Dahlonega and twenty from the iron fields. 
The present methods employed in transport 
are mule wagons. The rates upon freight, 
however, are extortionate, amounting to eight 
dollars a ton between the two points. 

“Tt is an absolute impossibility to ship iron 
ore ata profit under the present methods of 
transportation, but there is no doubt that whea 
arailroad is built through this district as it 
must be sooner or later, that the quantity of 
iron ore which will be shipped will sustain the 
road without auy outside assistance. . 


“Does it pay to mine gold ?”’ 

“One mine owned by Barlow & Hand, of 
New York, has been worked for the past 
twenty-five years and it has paid from $72,000 


to over $100,000 a year. Colonel Hand owns 75 | 


per cent of the stock. 

“They are all mined by bydraulic power. 
Colonel Hand years ago recognized the fact 
water was the prime necessity of that country. 
He built a ditch thirty-five miles long from 
the headwaters of the Yahoola river at a cost 

$125,000. In the ravines the original com- 
pany had built trestles 250 feet high in places, 
which were rotten at one end before completed 
at the other. Colonel Hand tore these down 
and put in invérted siphons of iron thirty-six 
inches in diameter in twenty-one feet lengths 
of wrought iron three fourths of ap inch thick, 
The first one is 5,400 feet in length, and the 
others aggregate a length of four miles. 
These pipes had to be brought all the 
way from Atlanta in wagons. The ve 


hicles were buiit especially for the purpose. 


He has thus obtained 1800 miners’ inches of 
water. 


75 centsaton. Six or seven mines are worked 
with an aggregate of 150 stamps running. 


‘And large sums have been lost in these gold ' 


mines, but it has been done by bad manage- 
ment. A mine hes to be worked with 
the same economy as any other 
enterprise, and even more, An- 
other thing is that with the hydraulic 
system, the mines are only sunk until sul- 
phides are reached. That is, it is only free gold 
mining, The sulphides, however, contain 
gold in greater quantities, but it has to be dif- 
ferently got at. Tho chloranation system is 
the best. JI am contident that immense min- 
eral wealth remains undeveloped in this part 
of Georgia, and companies are now being 


formed and capital subscribed to work these | 


mines. They are bound to get rich.”’ 


THE ATLANTA COMPANY 


Holds a Meeting And Discusses Its Mining 
Property. 

A meeting of the Atlanta Gold Mining com” 
pany was held Saturday afternoon in the office 
of Griffin, Kraus & Co. 

Professor Dobson verbally reported the con-- 
dition of the mine, and gave his views as to 
the proper development of it with the probable 
.cost Professor Dobson’s report was so en- 
couraging that an offer for the purchase of the 
mine was refused, and each share was assessed 
$100 for the development of the property. 

Instructions were given Professor Dobson to 
make proper measurements of the property 
and submit an accurate estimate of the cost of 
its development. The members have a small 
attack of gold fever, if their enthusiasm is any- 
thing to judge by. |
